IN OHIO 


STATE LEGISLATION IS 1923 


In a great many states of the Union it was a waste 


<o£ money to hold legislative sessions the present year. 
By one of those political turn-overs in which the Amer- 
ican electorate indulges itself from time to time a num- 
ber of democratic governors were elected to work with 
legislatures of the opposite party. And in most cases 
things ended in a deadlock between the executive and 
the legislature. 


The situation in our own state has been manifest. 


Governor Donahey has found his hands tied in the mat- 
ter of appointments. In turn, he has vetoed measures 
voted by the legislature. In Kansas, it was the issue 
of Governor Allen's industrial court which brought 
Governor Davies into office. While the court is not 
functioning because the governor has been able to 
starve it financially, it is still a part of the legal ma- 
chinery of the State. Governor Bryan in Nebraska has 
had a similar experience. Governor Sweet of Colorado 
waged his fight against the State Constabulary, known 
as the Colorado Bangers, and while he, too, has suc- 
ceeded in starving that organization financially, it is 
still a legally existing state organization. The Colorado 
governor called in a group of experts to make a survey 
of the institutions of the state, but the legislature re- 
iused to make an appropriation for the expense of the 
work, and Gov. Sweet will probably have to pay the bill 
out of his own pocket. 


In this way, under our system of government, do 


the people defeat their own desires! It would seem 
that if the people really wished to make their will ef- 
fective, they wouM vote for a legislature in harmony 
with the governor they chose. But they rarely go that 
far. /They register their protest, and then nullify it by 
not going all the way. 


This defect is inherent in our form of government, 


as was noted in the comment on Frank I. Cobb's article 
commented on in last Saturday's issue. And it is for
